Some ftigh: is thrown on the 
_ causes of offences by children 
and on the failure of the existing 
means of dealing with. young 
offenders by the report of the 
Juvenile Organizations Com- 
mittes on Javenile Delingaencs, 
which has jast been is-ued by 
the Hoard of Education (Station- 
ery Office, oa.) 

‘Is order to furnish evidence ot 
the predisposing causes of jazenilo 
delinquency, returns were furnish- 
ed tothe Committee from juve- 

_ sila courts in a large seaport. a 
wig industrial centre, an ica 
manufacturing town, and a me- 
tripolitas artisanoberougb. The 
Committee poias out that, whilex 
few of the cases classified under 
the headicg of “larceny” aretrival, 
some are of grave Significance. 
One offender i= s clever lad of 15, 
who, with calculation and cun- 
ning, steals a large sum of money 
from his employer woils bim- 
self earning good wages and 
living .in 2 comfortable home. 
The next is a group of little 
Poor Law children in a cottage 
home who bave made 4 raid on 
Jemonsde and bons. Another of 
a different. type again is a boy 
who, xt 15, is fefsby his father’s 
death chief bread-winner for a 
large family of younger brothers 
and sisters. Eis earnings are too 
small for their support, and the 
home is one of deep proverty. Al 
these are classed 25 Jarceny on 
the case sheets, but there are 
few elements of likeness between 
the sctoal -crses, where the 
motives prompting the offence 
were 80 obviously different. 

It ia evident that extreme 
poverty is. a contributory cause. of 
‘theft, but on*the other band 68 
per tent. of the offenders who 

‘i steal are without thet excuse:
